Ramsey Clark vras in error when Clark said on March 2/67{NXTIt'IES March 3) 
that Clay Shavf "was involved in an FBI investigation in the Nev/ Orleans 
area in November and December, 1963. V/e have the evidence that's thex-e 
involved, and you can assume that the FBI's conclusions were from the 
Warren xsiiHKkRxx Commission Report." (sic) 

The Jolm Wingate nev/Sj.jtem was almost electrifying to me, Harold, be- 
cause I had just been/reading the Max'ch 3 Ramsey Clark statement in the 
Times. The radio nevrs item vrent on to say that the FBI never investigated 
Shaw and that the FBI never heard of him before the Garrison investigation 

I couldn't find one word about this \'JOR June 2 nev/^s-flash in any of the 
nexispapers since then; and I think it is very interesting that the head 
of the U.S. Dept, of Justice, Clark, should say that he knows Shaw was 
thoroughly investigated by the FBI, and, then the FBI denies that it 
ever investigated Shaw. And, the media doesn't print one vrord, here in 
NYC about it. Robert B. Semple, Jr. is the Reporter in the March 2/67 
Special to the Nev/ York Times.
